B u f fa lo , N. Y., J une 24.—Fathsr M o 
Glynn, formerly of S t Stephen's church, in 
New York City, declared in an interview 
here Thursday that he was the Martin Luther 
of the nineteenth century. He defied the pope 
and ridiculed the church. 
His lecture on 
“ The Cross of the New Crusade,” at Lieder 
tafel hall, was largely attended. 
No Catholic 
clergymen were noticed in the audience, 
Bishop Ryan having stated in a rather em­ 
phatic manner that “ the priests of Buffalo had 
too much sense and knew their duty too well 
to attend the lecture.” Bishop Ryan further 
said that the Henry George movement could 
not last, and that his theories were so antag­ 
onistic to the church and her children that 
they could not be upheld. 
Dr. McGlynn’s 
statement made subsequently was quite em­ 
phatic. 
He said that he had not been sum­ 
moned to Rome in any regular way, but only 
by the secretary of Archbishop Corrigan. He 
could not now get to Rome within the speci­ 
fied time if he desired to. 
He added: 
“In th e good old days of Galileo th ey could 
take a layman to Rome in ch ains for wh at 
th ey th ink I a:n guilty of. 
Th e Roman au­ 
th orities will ultimately learn by bitter ex­ 
p erience to attend to th eir sp iritual business 
at h ome, and to interfere less with p olitics in 
Ireland, America and oth er countries, unless 
in th e gravest cases of clear dojmrture from 
th e unquestioned dogmatic teach ings of th e 
ch urch . 
“Th e determination h as been made in ad­ 
vance by Cardinal Simeoni and th e p op e th at 
th ey were not to confer with me, nor even 
try me, but to p unish , h umiliate and con­ 
demn mo. 
Few know as I do th e merciless 
and obstinate consistency of th e Roman ec­ 
clesiastical mach ine in sticking to errors of 
p olicy and p olitics wh en th ey are in th e inter­ 
est and ambition of temp oral p ower, even at 
th e exp ense of sacrificing th e facts and relig­ 
ions of wh ole notions, and op p osing th e most 
natural asp irations of th e p eop le for national 
develop ment, scientific p rogress an 1 national 
liberty. 
“I am not so foolish or p resump tuous as to 
sup p ose th at arguments can diminish th e 
stup idity, enligh ten th e gross ignorance, or 
bend th e obstinacy of th at relentless mach ine. 
Th is can bo done only by great p rovidential 
ch anges th at will break, crush and imp over­ 
ish th e ltoman mach ine and reduce th e 
Roman bish op to th e simp licity of a Leo I. 
Th e Roman mach ine is anxious to h ave an 
accredited ambassador at Wash ington, wh o 
would be in th e Italian ring, ami h is p resence 
would be a fruitful source of corrup tion and 
enslavement to th e Cath olic ch urch of th is 
country. 
“Th e p olicy of th e ch urch now is to toady 
to th e p roud and wealth y and kick th e lowly 
in th e mouth . 
At Rome th ey are laugh ing 
in th eir sleeves at us for our excessive sub- 
missiveness to th eir p ower and for our ex­ 
cessive generosity iu contributing to th e 
Peter’s p ence to th e sup p ort of th e wh ole 
army of lackeys and flunkies, both lay and 
clerical, wh o surround th e p op e with a bar­ 
baric p omp scarcely equalled by th at of any 
imp erial desp otic court.”

“ That is tht' largest Florida sponge in 
the world,” Haid a W illiam street dealer 
to a reporter. 
The sponge looked like the thatched 
roof of a small cabin, and measures 
eight feet in circumference when wet. 
“ We have one in Philadelphia on tem­ 
porary ex hibition there that is ten feet in 
circumference. 
It is from the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
This sjioijge lias taken medals 
in France, Amsterdam. New Orleans and 
other places. 
W e would not take $500 
for it. It holds fifteen gallons of wa ter." 
The reporter wa s then shown the 
smallest, which is as big as a chestnut, 
and never growB any larger. 
It is token 
on the reefs and is sold for a slate sponge. 
“ The Mediterranean sponges," con­ 
tinued the informant, “ are taken in the 
Grecian archipelago, by men in diving 
suits, who go into much deeper water 
than they do in Florida. 
There most of 
them are taken with grappling irons, in 
the same wa y as oysters. 
They can be 
seen w ith tho eye at tlio bottom, clinging 
to tho rocks. 
W hen one is dislodged 
another grows in its place, taking from 
six months to a year. 
A great many 
are also taken in the Bahamas. 
The 
market for tha t crop is Nassau, New* 
Providence. 
Key W est is tho market 
for the Florida sjionges, w hich are taken 
all along the coast. 
Trieste and London 
are tho markets for the Mediterranean 
sponges. 
Some are taken off the co:ist 
of China. ’ ’ 
“ Arc any curiosities found in them? " 
“ W e had one once that inclosed a 
large jug . 
It was a fine sponge, and 
had grow n completely around it. 
They 
are frequently full of shells, 
W hen a 
sponge is first taken out of t lie water it 
is as black as ink, and it has to I¡0 treated 
by various processes until it becomes the 
color commonly seen. 
A sponge is the 
lowest order of animal life, l>eing con­ 
sidered partly animal and partly veg e­ 
table-. 
A number of minute animals live 
in it. 
The business is about half a cen­ 
tury old in this country. 
Sponges aro 
sold by the bale in this country, and by 
the case in Europe, 
They weigh from 
25 to 100 ]K)undi>. 
W hen sold by weight 
the dealers are allowed to sand them 
alx iut 25 per cent. 
Prices range from 
$10 to $150, 
the latter for very fine 
toilet sponges. 
There are many grades, 
such as silk, velvet, cup, glass, bath, 
surgeon, slate, etc." 
“ W hen is the active season? " 
“ Spring and fall are the active seasons 
for silling . 
For gathering, the latter 
part of the year—Novemlier and Be-» 
cember—is the most active, although 
some fishing is carried on all the year."
